He was informed o( the 
hour and place of the trial, but he failed 
to put in an appearance. Mr. Vail sent 
an officer to look him up, but he could 
not be found. \7arious speculations were 
made as to the cause of Kellam's absence. 
Some said he had suddenly gone away 
and would not appear against Seay, The 
State's Attorney caused an attachment to 
issue for Kellam, and the examination 
was continued until 9 o'clock on FiUey 
morning. The People claim to have am- 
ple testimony against both Seay and 
Decker to send them to the penitentiary 
for a term of years, whether Kellam ap- 
pears or not. Mrs. Jacobs saw the affray, 
and the officers who arrested Pecker 
know that he carried a revolver and have 
evidence that he assisted Seay to keep 
out of the way.

ocrats will attempt to secure a modi- 
fication of the civil service law at the 
nest session 
of Congress. They 


show that the question of the civil 
service law and its enforcement cr 
repeal is asbumiug no little promi- 
nence among Democrats. Since the 
advent of a Democratic Administra- 
tion the members of that party are 
not so well pleased with the civil 
service law as when they were iu the 
minority. 
They find it a barrier to 


their aspirations for office, and now 
the talk of a lepeal or modification 
of the law at the next session of 
Congress is open and above board.

A terrible tragedy was enacted at Me- 


chanicsbnrg, in Sangamon county, last 
evening, at 7:30 o'clock, in the etore of 
Johnson & Nesbitt Dsniel Noyer, seed 
54 years, having B family of ten children, 
waa the victim of the murder, and George 
Shorp, having a wife bat no children, wae 
the murderer. Noyer was the foreman of 
E. W. Bennett's tile yaW, at Mechanics- 
burg. Shorp worked there nntil a few 
weeks ago, when he was discharged. 
Shorp charged Noyer with being the 
cause of hia removal, and August 8th 
they had a violent quarrel fcast evening 
the two men met in the store. A few 
words passed between them, when Shorp 
stabbed Noyer twioe, once in the side, the 
second blow Dotting him through the 
heart. The greatest excitement prevailed 
at once. Shorp waa arrested and taken 
to Springfield to-day, where he was plac- 
ed in jail Coroner Elkin held an in- 
quest on the body of Noyer to-day.

At the called meeting of Decalnr citi- 


zens and leading farmers of the count;, 
who are in favor of forming a new fair 
association, held in Treasurer Wood's 
office this afternoon, Hon. D. P. Keller, 
of Maoon, was called upon to serve as 
chairman, and D. 0.

The Barnett Gas Well. 


Some days ago mention was made of 


the gas well found by James M. Barnett 
in DeWitt county. Mr. Bamett writes: 
"In regard to my gas well, would eay it 
is doing nicely and has the appearance of 
being a lasting well. It has a very strong 
pressure, something like 25 pounds to 
the square inch. The well is 137 feet 
deep and is composed of several kinds of 
dirt or strata, one or two of bard pan, 
some drift wood and several others, Tbe 
well is 300 feet away from the house and 
am using it for fuel; have it connected 
with the stove. Have used it two weeks 
or more. Can make the stove red hot in 
a few minutes with a very little gas 
turned on. Persons who are acquainted 
with the natural gas say it is the same as 
used in eastern cities in the foundries. It 
seems to be of the finest quality, free 
frgrn water or sulphur or any corroding 
nature."

Tha New Pension Board 


At last there is apparent peace in the 


camp among the democrats in reference 
to thelDecatur Pension Examining Board, 
When Ers. Curtis, Stnrgis and Bandsll 
were relieved, the new men named were 
Drs.

the way, and reappoint Dr. Randall. This 
has been done, and the new board, with 
Drs. MeBride, of Oreana, Naftel, of Ma- 
con, Randall, of Decatur, all democrats, 
was reorganized on Tuesday last, the lat- 
ter being chosen secretary. The place of 
meeting has not yet been decided upon. 
The delay in tbe organization has earned 
great eipense and inconvenience to old 
soldiers who have been patiently waiting 
for Gen. Black to fix the board to suit 
the desires of the Bourbons, who have all 
along been persistant in their claim that 
no Republican should be on the board. 
There are said to be over 50 old soldiers 
in this section waiting to be examined by 
the Decatur board. The first ceeeion will 
probably be held next week. 


Special Delivery Postofflcee. 


The following are the postofficee in 


Illinois in which the special delivery sys- 
tem will be put in operation on the 1st 
of October: Alton, Amors, Belleville, 
BloomingtoD, BraidwooiJ, Cairo, Cham- 
paign, Chicago, Danville, Decstur, East 
St Louis, Freeport, Galena, Galesbnrg, 
Jacksonville, Joliet, Kankakee, Lincoln, 
Litchfield, Mendota, Molinr, Monmoutb, 
Ottaws, Paris, Pekin, Peoria, Peru, Quin- 
cy, Rockford, Rock Island, Springfield, 
Streator and Waukegan. The postmas- 
ters are authorized to appoint as many 
messenger boys as may be deemed neces- 
sary to effectively carry ont tbe intention 
of the law by the instant delivery of let- 
ters upon which an extra 10-oent special 
delivery stamp has been affixed by the 
sender, The messenger will be paid eight 
cents for each letter delivered, and no 
other compensation whatever, The ap- 
pointment of the boys is left entirely to 
the postmaster at each office. 


Will Go to Work. 


At tbe Ellsworth mine at Danville, on 


March 1st, 1460 miners quit work on ac- 
count of the strike of their brethren down 
the St. Louis branch of the Wabash road. 
The Commercial now states that work at 
tbe mine will be resumed on Monday 
next, 200 men having agreed to reeame 
work at 70 cents a ton. They wanted 80 
cents, the price now paid Deoatur miners, 
The Danville men have been out six 
months. 
Had the men continued at 


work the Ellsworth company would have 
paid out in those months S160,000. There 
has been much destitution among the 
the families of tbe striking miners.

In 
1853 be moved to Sacgamon county, and 
in 1854 to Macon county, settling on a 
farm obont two miles enst ot tbe city, 
For a number of yean be followed farm- 
ing, until in tbe year 1861 he came to this 
city and tor several years was engaged in 
the sale of agricultural implements. 


Our deceased brother leaves one SOD, 


James W. Ham, of this city, and one 
daughter, Mrs. Dr. Wall-en, ot Bookford, 
111, with numerous kindred and friends 
to mourn bis death. 


More than half a century ago while be 


was a young man Brother Ham became 
a Christian, and through all these years 
he his had faith in God and has sought 
to make that faith practical in a devoted 
life. He fiiet identified himself with what 
is known as the "Dunkard Baptist 
church," and about 30 years ago he be- 
came a member ot the Methodist Episco- 
pal church. For several years he has 
been a member of this church and as 
such be has been faithful and consistent.

Why Stays Are Considered Injoiloni tot 


Growing Girls. 


Foreign authorities are rather more 


severe in their dress restrictions than 
are our own fashion, writers, and the 
subject of healthy dress for growing 
girls is deemed by the foreign press oJ 
greater importance than is hygienic 
dress for ladies, for, says one sensible 
writer, dress reform must begin with, 
the children of to-day, who will be the 
women of the next generation. 


The abolition of stays appears to be 


one of the first requirements, for, says 
one, if they are not stiff they are un- 
vislding, and thus not adaptable to the 
changing proportions of the 
young 


body^ which is straight down alike; 
hence if the stays are loose they slip 
down and press on the pelvis, crushing 
the surrounding soft parts and possibly 
deforming the bony structure, which 
during childhood is cartilaginous and 
easily°bent, thus creating a source of 
misery for the girl's future. 
Since the 


stars thus tend to slip down mothers 
are'inclined to tighten them somewhat 
—"just to give them a little grip, you 
know"—and in this way the evil of 


latin" is initiated; or shoulder 


straps are added for the purpose of 
keepinf them in place, and these givo 
rise to stooping, by dragging on the 
shoulders, and not 
infrequently to

And ao-ain, girls often luce their corsets 
and wear them for months without 
changing the Strugs, so while the 
bodies grow bigger the stays do not 
and compression takes 
place. 
An 


inelastic eorsrt effectually hinders the 
o-radual enlargement of the body of a 
£rowinf girl and presses on her soft 
bones like a vise. At no period of life 
is the pressure on any part ot the body 
so terribly injurious as during the 
period of growth, for not only are the 
boaes soft and easily deformable, but 
every or^an of the body has its duty of 
development to perform, and the [de- 
velopment is cramped and hindered by 
external compression. As pressure on 
anv part is injurious, mothers must 
see that it will not be right simply to 
remove the pressure of the clothes 
from the waist and suspend their whole 
weight from the shoulders, as is fre- 
quently done, for this is a cause oJ 
stooping, of poking forward of the 
head and of spinal trouble. 
The 


weight of the clothes should be evenly 
distributed, and this result can be ac- 
complished by wearing union gar- 
ments, fitted rather 
closely to the 


n'<mre, or by supporting petticoats and 
drawers to a well-fitting bodice. II 
wo want our children to have erect 
frames, clothed with firm muscles, we 
must see to it that they have healthy 
dress, a liberal am

While the 
improved machinery of the present is 
doin" very much for the farmer, it re- 
quires an increased capital, and the ex- 
ercise of considerable judgment in the 
selection of machines. If the farmet 
should buy every improved implement 
offered to him he would soon have 
more than he had storage for, or had 
means to pay for. Therefore, looking 
at the business in any way we can, we 
must see that the farmer requires more 
thought, .and requires to bo better 
informed than in olden times. Con- 
sider the one question of keeping up 
fertility of soil, which in olden times 
scarcely occupied a moment s thought. 
Now it is a great question, and per- 
baps our greatest study. The farmer 
who can judge wisely of the require- 
ments of his soil must be a close ob- 
server and something of a student. 1 
can not say that I regret that the agri- 
culturist of 
to-day 
requires 
more 


thought and study, for it is desirable 
for people to make their work intellec- 
tual, and not so largely physical as it 
was in the past/ Mental work de- 
velops and ennobles us, and we should 
all hail with joy the advent oE intellec- 
tual farming.—-V. r.

mensurate with the offense. 
But, as

years ago in the mountains about two 
miles from the village, and a quantity 
:aken out by panning, but at that time 
there was no excitement about it. 
I 


saw considerable m the form of grains 
and small nuggets, the largest of which 
was about the size of an English walnut, 
and had been made into a watch charm. 
It wag thought that some of the mines 
would prove to be very productive, if 
properly worked, but no one there 
seemed'to have the money or energy to 
develop them. There is also a vein of 
good coal about three miles from the 
village. It had been worked some a 
few vears previously, and a railroad 
had been built from the mine to the 
wharf, but after war broke out with 


era it was neglected, the wharf went

to ruin and the railroad was destroyed. 
The only coal to be had there was 
brought from England and a good price 
was charged for it. We coaled ship 
and were obliged to pay nineteen dol- 
lars and tifty cents per ton and deliver 
it ourselves." The timber on the moun- 
tains does not grow to a great height, 
but is of fine quality, and the trunks are 
of large diameter. 


During the summer months it does 


not ram at all, but every winter a large 
quantity of snow and rain falls, so that 
there are no dry years. The plains 
furnish excellent grazing, and the soil 
will yield good crops. There is every 
reason to believe that it will become a 
good gi'ain-producing country. I had 
read much about the great size of this 
Patagonian Indians, and thought the 
reports mint be greatly exaggerated, 
but I found that they were true. None 
of the bucks that I saw were under sii 
feet in height, and they were broad in 
proportion 
to 
{heir 
height. 
The 


squaws are about live feet six or seven 
inches, and are heavy, but not fleshy. 
Like all other Indians, they are very 
fond of the white man's fire-water.— 
Cor. San Francisco Chronicle.

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KNIGHTS OF LABOR.

THE CRIMINAL RECORD. 


*T1>» Great V»ln» of the Cereal ai an Effect. 


Ive Oather«r of Nltrog-ea. 


Corn is most valuable when grown 


(or lodder. Its feeding qualities as lod- 
ger sire well known. Many farmers who 
teed it largely declare it to be equal to 
meadow hay. 
For many years the 


writer has grown it largely for use in a 
butter dairy, and in feeding it alter- 
nately with clover hay has not been 
able to detect any difference in theyield 
of roilk or tbe product of butter; that 
is when equally good care has been 
taken to cut it when in the best condi- 
tion—when in blosisom, for instance— 
snd to cure it carefully and well, it is 
a natural nitrogen gatherer, too. in 
somB careful experiments recorded in 
the report of the Connecticut Experi- 
ment Station, by Prof. Atwater, a crop 
of corn grown for grain and manured 
with superphosphate and potash salts 
gathered fifty-seven pounds of nitrogen 
per aero from the soil. When this is 
fed on the farm this nitrogen, gathered 
from sources in tbe soil which gram 
crops could not reach, will be returned 
in the manure in a form and condition 
that 
will 
make 
it available foi 


more exacting crops, such as roots; 
bnt these, too, are natural nitrogen 
gatherers, nnol can be grown in very 
largo quantities with the cheaper min- 
eral manures, chiefly potash and super- 
phosphate. To sura up, then, it may 
be stated in short that the farmer who 
desires to enrich hlu soil may do it in 
two ways— first, by feeding cattle foi 
fattening or for the dairy on pur- 
ebred foods; and, second, by grow- 
ing 
clover, 
pefis, 
corn 
fodder, 


mangels and sugar beets; and, further, 
these" crops, instead of using up or ex- 
hausting the fertility gained by the 
feeding, on the other hand still further 
economize this pained 
fertility by 


actually drawing nitrogen from some 
hidden and inaccessible sources in the 
soil and bringing it to the surface, 
or into our own hands, so that it may 
be easily recovered in an active condi- 
tion in 'the manure made by feeding 
these crops. 


As yet the Eastern fanner has nol 


Earned how great a benefit may ac- 
crue from labor-saving appliances in 
corn culture. The Western 
farmei 


avails himself of all these. 
He has his 


die ck-row corn planter and his sulky 
cultivator. 
The Eastern farmer, in 


many eases, still makes his cross fur- 
rows with the plow and drops the seed 
by hand, makes the hill with the hoe, 
uml 
does much of the cultivation 


•with 
tho 
plow 
and 
tbe 
hand 


hoe. 
But he may have labor-sav- 


•in" 
implements 
as 
well 
as 
th« 


Western farmer, with which, counting 
the increase of crops, tho cost of his 
corn may be reduced one-half. He ha! 
the horse corn planter, which is able to 
plant and cover eight acres m ton hours, 
forming its own drill, dropping the 
seed at regular intervals and in propel 
quantities, and covering it to tho rigjht 
depth, as well as could be clone with 
the hand. The first cultivation may, 
then, be given before the seed is above 
the surface with tho cultivating harrow. 
This destroys tho young wjeds when in 
1lid germ and before they have taken 
hold'of tho soil. 
If the soil has been 


plowed a week or twobef ore theplnnting 
a final cleaning may bo given with this 
harrow immediately before tho plant- 
ing with 
great 
benefit 
After the 


corn is up and has taken root the har- 
row rany be used again without injury 
to the plants, and if n few are torn up 
it will save after labor of thinning the 
stand, if that should be needed by 
reason of too liberal use of seed. Up 
to the time that the corn is a foot high 
•this harrow may bo given at snfficienl 
intervals, leaving it then in excellent 
condition both as to rigor of growth 
•and freedom from weeds. 
After this 


the use of any one of the cxcellenl 
•liorse hoes that are on tho market, or a 
pood common shovel toothed cultiva- 
tor, will keep the crop clean until it is 
laid bv and shades the ground so as to 
keep down tho weeds that may start 
uJter that.— JV. T. Times.

CHICAGO, ILL., I August 26.—Daniel 


and Belletta Da Crow, tb« adopted pa- 
rents of Mercedes Cusnso, "the Cuban 
Wonder," were fined 350 each by Jus- 
tice Woodman yesterday for cruelty to 
the child. Tbe fine, however, was sus- 
pended, the Justice not thinking the 
child had been beaten or punished in 
an inhuman manner, but that they bad 
been guilty of a technical violation of 
the statute, that distinctly provides 
that no child under the age of fourteen 
years should in any manner be exhib- 
ited in a show of any kind whatever, and 
on this section the Justice Imposed the 
fine not as a punishment, but as a 
warning. Tbe Justice alter giving his 
decision gave the child into the cus- 
tody of Officer Dudley ol the Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children, 
who -<vas on Monday appointed guardian 
by the l"robate Conrt.

BIOUI CITY, IA., August 26.—Fred 


Ward, a farm laborer, was lodged In jail 
here last night, charged with outraging 
Mrs. J. L. McGlasher, of Oto, forty 
miles east of this city, Sunday afternoon. 
Ward got Jdrnnk In Oto, rode to Mc- 
Glasber's saw-mill, and finding Mrs. Mc- 
Glasher with only two little children, 
committed the crime. He was found by 
an officer in a saloon playing pool'.

S.omo Interesting Cen«a» Figures TSelatlvs 


to A^HoaltarlHtt, 


First, we find that of the total'popu- 


lation of fifty ocM millions, over 94 pei 
cent., or 17,802,000, arc engaged in the 
noble art of money making, or, if we 
exclude child re a unclur ten years in 
reckoning the population, the percent- 
age is 48 -per cent 
Students, helpless 


persons and criminals are not included 
in the working population. 
As might 


be supposed, those who pursue agricul- 
ture as an occupation are largely in ex- 
cess of those in any other line of busi- 
ness, amounting to 44 per cent, of the 
entire working population, and we not* 
with pleasure, by reference to other iig- 
ures taken from onr census report, thai 
farmers and planters (persons owning 
their own f rtrms) have increased in num- 
ber far more rapidly than the agricultu- 
ral laborers. In 1870 tho latter num- 
bered 2,885,096 and the former 2,977,- 
611, whereas in 1S80 agricultural labor- 
ers had incraaseil to only 3,323,876, and 
farmers and planters to 4,225,945, a 
gain in the former caso ol about 14 
per cant, and in tho latter of con- 
siderably over 40 per cent Among 
those who distinguish themselves, es- 
pecially as dairymen and dairywomen,
